The following is in response to the cjffice action date<j March 15, 2QQ7, in this 
office action, the examiner rejected Claim 2 as a substantia! dupiicat© of Claim 1 , Ciaims 
1-8 under the doctrine of obviou$ness-type double patenting over the ciaims of co- 
pending appiicatlGn 10/5B4,32S, Cfaim 3 under 35 USC 101, and Claims 3, 4, and 8 
under 35 use a'^f. 

In this Amendmeiit, CiaifTiS 2 and 3 have been cancefied, and Glaims 4, 6, 7 and 
8 are amended, Glaims 1 , 4-8 remain pending for consideration. 

The cancellation of claims 2 and 3 render the rejections of those claims moot. 

In response to the examiner's rejection of the pending claims over the dalms of 
co-pending application 10/564,325, applicant herein submits a terminal disclaimer, 
disciaiming any patent term issuing from this appiication, if granted, to the extent that 
that such patent term extends beyond the term of any patent that grants on claims 1-8 of 
co-pending application 10/564,325, 

Ciaims 4 and 8 have been amended to pface them in compliance with 35 USC 

112. 

Ciaims 6 and 7 have been amended to better define the invention elaimed. it is a 
standard of patent claim interpretation Biat reference to the singular jnciudes the piuraL 
As such, "another" therapeutically ai^tive agent is more appropriately expressed as "one 
or more" tierapeuticaifV active agents<
